as the Rescuers were leaving for their homes, they 
stepped into the parlor of the jail, where were present 
their attorneys, Messrs. R. P. Spalding, A. G. Riddle, F. 
T. Backus, S. O. Griswold, Sheriff D. L. Wigbtman, Jailor 
J. B. Smith, H. R. Smith, who bad rendered the Rescuers 
repeated services, with their wives and numerous friends, 
when Mr. Plumb, in behalf of the prisoners, presented the 
ladies, for their husbands, ea:h a beautiful silver napkin- 
ring, fork and spoon, engraved with the initals of their 
husbands, and “ From Rescuers “ Matthew, 25:36.” 

Mr. Plumb, in a brief and happy vein, said, that the 
prisoners, tbongh poor, were desirous of presenting to 
“■em a small remembrancer, in token of the high regard 

which they held them, and in acknowledgement of the 
valuable services they had rendered them during their 
imprisonment—to their counsel for legal aid, and to the 
others for services scarcely less valuable. And he wished 
to request their wives to place the gifts before their hus¬ 
bands, at meals, three times a day while they lived, that 
they might, at such times, when snrronnded by their 
families and those dear to them, when noble and generous 
feelings were sure to come, look upon the memento and 
remember the exciting Beenes through which they had just 
passed—that although they were intended for their hus¬ 
bands, like all other dear things they would be in tbe 
keeping of the ladies. 

Judge Spalding replied in behalf of the ladies and 
others, in a few eloquent and appropriate remarks. Mr. 
Peck remarked that a portion of the first hour in jail had 
been spent in imploring the blessing of God, and it would 
be consonant with their feelings to spend the last mo¬ 
ments in thanksgiving to the Protector and Preserver ot 
themselves aud families, aid the Good Deliverer who had 
been their hope and snpport during the many days and 
nights of their confinement. 

Tbe news spread rapidly that the Government officials 
had rased. Hundreds immediately called on the company to 
tender their congratulations. In the afternoon, about 5 
o’clock, a hundred gnns were fired, and some several 
hundreds of our citizens gathered at the jail to escort the 
Rescuers to the depot. At 5 1-2 o’cloek the whole 
company, headed by Hecker’s Band, marched two and 
two to the d6pot, through Superior and Water streets, the 
band playing “Hail Columbia,” “Hail to the Chief,”' 
“ Yankee Doodle,” <fcc. On arriving at the depot, three 
stentorian cheers were given with a good will for the 
Rescuers, when Judge Brayton, of Newbnrg, was called 
'upon for a speech, which he gave in his vivid and elo¬ 
quent style. After this the company bid farewell to their 
friends, and took their seats in the cars, and the train | 
started amidst tbe hurrahs of the people, the band play¬ 
ing that peculiarly appropriate air for the occasion, 
“ Home, Sweet Home.” Thus has ended the great Ober¬ 
lin Rescue Case.

More than two thousand persons met the “ 
at the cars at the depot on their return to Oberlin last 
night, the 6th inst. The entire Fire Department of Ober¬ 
lin tamed out to meet their returned brethren, some of 
whom were of the number imprisoned. Prof. Munroe 
'welcomed the “ Rescuers ” to their homes and firesides, 
and, lea by the band, the procession marched through 
town, which was a glare of light from bonfires, and was 
vocal with cheers and ringing of bells, to the big briek 
church, where a dense muss of three thousand people 
crowded to welcome the “ Rescuers.” Father Keep 
called to preside. , „ „ I 

Father Keep said that they bad met for the purpose ot 
hearing from those who had jnst been released from jail, I 
and concluded his remarks by introducing the Hon. 
Ralph Plumb, who was received with unbounded en-

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Mr. Plumb briefly stated the motives which had prompt¬ 
ed them to remain in jail, and explained the manner of 
their deliverance, assuring his friends that they had come 
forth with their honor untarnished, and without the smell 
of flre upon their garments. 

Prof. Peck next took the stand, and made a very 
impressive speech. He alluded feelingly to the different 
events in his own life, which made the deepest impression 
upon his mind, and referred particularly to tbe hour 
when, as a Christian patriot, he offered his heartfelt thunks 
for the delivery of the boy John from his pursuers ; and 
then to the day when, as a criminal, he was arraigned at 
the bar of the U. S. Court, charged with crime iu sympa¬ 
thizing with the oppressed, to the day when be was cast 
iuio prison aud finally to the occasion which had call-cl 
out the immense audience before him. His experience 
had taught him that it was “ not all of life to live.

The primary object we have in view ie to take into considera¬ 
tion the Moral, Social and Political elevation of those with 
whom we are indentified, hy complexion and condition, in the 
New England and other States. 

In all except five of tbe Eastern States the colored citizens 
are deprived of the privilege of votiag on equal terms with 
the whites. 

Free suffrage is the basis of a free government, the safeguard 
of a free people, the strength of tbe strong, the defence of th* 
weak, a powerful auxiliary to respectability, wealth and use¬ 
fulness; and just in proportion as men are deprived of this, 
they are shorn of their strength, and are subject to poverty, 
disgrace and abuse. 

We are conviaced, fellow-citizens, that not only our political, 
bnt onr depressed condition in all other respects, in the Free 
States, is owing in a great degree to the fact tbat we are poli¬ 
tically weak, not possessing the unrestricted use of the elective 
franchise. Tbe national body politic see in ns nothing to fear, 

We therefore urge npon colored men, in all sections of New 
England, to evince their self-respect and love of freedom, a 
promote their moral, social and political elevation, 
by assembling at the above time—a day consecrated by the 
desire and successful example of Great Britain emancipating 
800,000 men, women and children, iu her West India colonies, 
and hence eminently suggestive to ns to strive in securing 
equality to the half free colored citizens of the Northern States, 
and thu3 hasten the day of full emancipation to tie millions 
yet groaning in the Southern prison-house of onr country. 

We cordially invite our brethren from New York, Pennsyl- 

raia, Ohio, and the far West, to meet with ns, that the cause 
of onr several grievances may be discussed, and the remedy 
sought. 

With the exception of Connectient, the New England State* 
have magnanimously acknowledged onr political rights, and 
great progress has been made in onr moral audsocial elevatioa 
the past twenty-five years. Bnt let ns, fellow-citizens, 
extend the words of encouragement to our brethren straggling 
in other States, ant'd tbe rights of colored Americans shall be 
granted and respected everywhere.
